Doylestown's talked of State armory 


for Company G, 8th Reg., N. G. P., 
is assured, and it will be built on two 
lots on the north side of Bhewell ave- 
nue, below the fire house. It will cost 
not Jess than $25,000, and will be a 
magnificent structure. 


Adjutant General Thomas J. Stew- 


art and (Jol. William G. Price, of the 
Armory Board of Pennsylvania, were 
in town on Friday and in company 
with (Jant. Abel MacKeynolcls looked 
at several sites which weie under con- 
sideration, but the Shewell avenue 
lots vvere the most desirable from the 
point oF price arid sewerage facilities. 


Very likely plans for the new ar- 


mory w i l l be considered at the Decem- 
ber meeting of the Hoard, and build- 
ing operations may begin early in the 
spring of 190!). The lot on which the 
armory will be built has a frontage of 
100 feet and a depth of 12) feet. 
The 


exact dimensions of the armory are 
not known, but it will have a drill 
floor at least 80x80 feet, which will be 
120 feet larger each way than any other 
in the County Bent. In front of the 
drill hall will be a two-story adminis- 
tration building, containing officers' 
quarters, club and locker rooms for the 
men, 
quarter-master's quarters and 


other apartments. 
In tile basement 


there will be a steam healing plant, a 
complete kitchen, a shooting gallery 
find a storage room for heavy camp 
equipage. The building will also be 
iumisbed with sho',ver baths 
and 


other sanitary arrangements. 


I'upt. Maclieynokls and his men are

RESIDENTS WERE FLEECED. 
If several Doylestown men get their 


hands on a youth who has been using 
their names to fleece their friends out 
of small sums of money, it is likely 
that he will receive rough treatment 
or land in jail. The only clue they 
have to his identity is his descrip- 
tion and receipts he gave signing the 
name of "Mahlon Malsbury." 


He works the game very cleverly. 


Usually he goes to business or social 
friends of local men and, claiming 
that he has had his pocket picked or 
is in hard luck, represents himself 
as the cousin or brother-in-law of 
some well-known Doylestown resi- 
dent. It would take too much space 
to give his tricks in detail, but they 
usually work. 


SPORTSMEN SHOOT WELL. 
Of 170 pigeons released in a live 


bird shoot on the grounds of the RoJ 
and Gun Club last week, only 12 
birds escaped—152 were killed out- 
right and six died "out of bounds." 


That was great work, but it is only 


a sample of the fine shooting which 
members of the club or their guests 
have done in recent matches. Each 
man shot at twenty birds. 
Henry, of 


Lansdale, killed 
straight. 
Clark, 


Hiltebeitfil, Haas and Krier killed 19. 
Harper's record was 18, and oil of the 
other shooters made fifteen or over. 


WANING OF ARBITRATION. 
An article of interest, bemoaning 


the waning popularity of arbitration, 
was published a few days ago in a 
local paper. The writer points out 
that an inspection of the trial list of 
recent terms of court will show that 
more than 70 per cent, of the cases 
were appealed from the jurisdiction 
of Justices of the Peace, whereas, for- 
merly few of the cases which came be- 
fore arbitrators were taken into court. 


After pointing out the increase in 


expenses growing out of the abandon- 
ment of the practice of settling cases 
before arbitrators, the writer went on 
to say : 


"A return to the arbitration system 


would work benefit in many ways. 
It would insure a speedier disposition 
of the cases. A case can be arbitrated 
in twenty days, while it may hang on 
the trial list for a year or more. 
It 


will cost the litigants less money and 
the county nothing. It Is a method 
of equal justice to all the parties in 
as great a measure as a jury trial and, 
as a rule it causes less hard feeling. 


Of course, an arbitration is not a 


finality, unless the parties so agree. 
An appeal may be bad and then a 
trial before a jury. If litigants who 
are in search of speedy justice would 
urge their attorneys to arbitrate, the 
practice might be resumed; or if bet- 
ter still, attorneys would of their 
own accord, resume the practice of 
arbitration, they would find it great- 
ly to their own, their client's and the 
county's advantage." 


COLORED AND WHITE. 


Freely and smilingly admitting 


their guilt, a big colored man and a 
married white woman, the latter 
originally from Bensalern, appeared 
before Justice Nightingale, Tuesday 
morning, and on the white woman's 


lap a mulatto babe cooed gleuully, 
unconscious of the laot that it was the 
central figure In a deplorable moral 
tragedy. 


The woman, Mrs. Jesse Summers, 


appeared to have lost all sense of 
shame. The man, George Johnson, 
seemed only to entertain a sense of 
fatherly pride. 
He went to jail to 


await trial. She went to the alms- 
house. 


PHYSICIAN FINED. 


Physicians all over the county will 


be interested in the case of Dr. Henry 
J. Wlckert, of Miliord Square, this 
county, who was given a hearing be- 
fore Justice of the Peace 0. R. Night- 
ingale, Saturday, and K> and costs, 
amounting in all to $<}2.fl5, for falling 
to report cases of communicable dis- 
eases to the Board of Health. 


Facts In the case were nol denied, 


but the doctor fought the case on the 
ground that w riling a letter to the 
Health 
Officer, 
notifying him that 


three members of a certain family 
were sick with typhoid fever, as a 
legal report, although he did not give 
the names of the patients or other 
facts required under the Act. 


Dr. Wickerl intended to afpeal the 


case, but could uuUlo it as the fine was 
not over $5.

Last Sunday afternoon at the men's 


meeting the pioject of having a Y. M, 
C. A. in Doyiestown was broached 
and since then churchmen and other 
citizens have been thinking of it seri- 
ously. 
What the outcome of it will be 


is beyond conjecture, for there seem to 
be two opinions about it—that is as to 
its feasibility. 


Nearly everyone who has talked of 


it has been favorably inclined, but a 
great many doubt that it could be suc- 
cessfully carried out, although the 
concensus of opinion is that it would 
be valuable in looking out for the 
youth and young manhood of the 
lown. The pessimistic brethren point 
out that an effort was made sonic 
years ago to start up such an organisa- 
tion and failed utterly, because aside 
from the ^500 contribution offered by 
one man no others could be secured, at 
least so few that they would only have 
been a drop in the bucket.

"The land was not a gift—and the 


)urial ground never intended for the 
use of anj' but the poor friends of the 
Quarterly Meeting, not the poor of the 
own as many appear to have thought 
and allowed it to be. Where that idea 


riginated is inexplicable. 
"It was not until 6, 80th, 1711, the 


Quarterly Meeting had the report from 
he friends appointed to take convey- 
uice of the laud "do report that ye 
leeds are signed 
and 
sealed—that 


riends were advised to make up their 
ollections at each monthly meeting 
nd pay them in to George CTough." 
L'hen they began to build but, the 
ricks were brought from England, 
ollections were slow coming in, it 
vas not finished until 1714, though 
ncclings were hekl in it in 1713. 
Vliile not the first Meeting House in 
be County, it is the oldest one stand- 
ig at the present time.
